Washington, ^uly.30.-^A revlrion of 
the rules governing the adjudication of 
pension claims under the second sec­ 
tion of the act of June 27,, 1890, has been 
made by /Asspistant Secretary of . the In­ 
terior Webeter Davia, and a sweeping 
modiflcation in the present practices is 
the result. 
Assistant Secretary Davis 
holds that the very nature of pension 
cases forbid» the application of 
the 
strictness and technicality of court pro­ 
ceedings, and that It was not congress', 
Intention to hedge the administration of 
these laws with the dllflculties and pit­ 
falls of any system of special pleading, 
whose teclinlcaUtiesand refinements may 
tend to a pmctical defeat of the govern- 
ment'p benevolent purposea The modi- 
flcatlons are made In six rulea and for­ 
mer rules and decislomi in coi^ict with 
them are set aside. 


Applleatloa Can Be Amended. 


The most Important change is made in 
the following rule: *‘1. Every application 
for pension under the second section of 
the act of June 27, 1890, should state that 
the same 1« made under said act. the 
dates of enlistment and discharge, the 
name or nature of the disease, wounds or 
injuries by which the claimant la dis­ 
abled. and that they are not due to vic­ 
ious habits; provided, however, that the 
omission of any of these averments shall 
not Invalidate the application (the Intent 
to claim pension being manifest and the 
declaration being executed In accordance 
with law), but such application shall be 
subject to amendment by means of a 
supplemental aflldavit. In the particulars 
wherein it is defective; said supplemen­ 
tal amendments or affidavits to be read 
in connection with and as a part of the 
application itself; and provided further 
that a declaration in the terms of the act 
shall be sufficient.” Rules 2, 3, 5 and 6. 
the last two relating to vicious habits 
and Increase claims, are largely reitera­ 
tions of present practices. 


In Case o f W (|aud» Mot Specified. 


Rule 4 mak^ essential modifications 
and Is at follows: “Should a wound, in­ 
jury or disease not specified in the origi­ 
nal or amendatory declaration, but dis­ 
covered on medical examination, be 
shown to have existed at the time when 
the original declaration was filed and it 
Is found not to be due to vicious habits, 
it shall be taken Into account, the same 
as If formally specified In the original 
application In estimating the degree of 
the permanent mental or physical dle- 
ablllty to which it contributes. Should 
It be found, however, not to have existed 
was filed, but from a sufaseQuent date 
application. In estimating the degree of

department itself. The companies made 
this offer under the impression that as 
the armor of the kind Is entirely within 
the hull and superstructure of the ships 
the failure of the government to pro­ 
cure it would stop the work of the ship­ 
builders entirely. Therefore, while they 
refused to furnish all of the armor 
needed at the price flxed by congress 
they undertook to supply the diagonal 
armor, leaving the price afterwards to 
he adjusted. 


Secretary Long, however, has found 
that it will be possible to go on with the 
work of building the ships and allow 
the armor to be placed later on. Be­ 
sides the secretary felt that there was 
a doubt as to his authority to commit 
the government in this way to an in- 
deflnite expenditure, and as the act of 
congress had pointed out the course to 
be pursued in the event of the failure 
of the armor companies to accept the 
price flxed for armor he has decided 
to decline the offer. 


The navy department has felt the ef­ 
fects of the gold craze.

The safest and pleasantest steamer 
lide out of Benton Harbor is the run 
on the City of LouisvlUe to Milwaukee. 
When the heavy winds from the north­ 
west are lashing the lake the boats go­ 
ing to and from Chicago .ride in the 
trough of the sea while the boat to 
Milwaukee rides the waves and the 
storm. Going to Chicago tbe passenger 
saes only the lake while on the course 
to Milwaukee half a hundred steamers 
are usually seen, os the Milwaukee run 
orofses the course of all the big lines 
on the lake. The boats from South 
Haven and from Holland, from Grand 
Haven and Muskegon are always seen, 
while the through freighters from Chi­ 
cago to Buffalo take from the big lake 
all its monotony. 


The steamer City of Louisville which 
carries passengers to Milwaukee is an 
excellent boat and is officercd by men 
who have sailed the lake for years. 
Captain W. A. Boswell is one of the 
oldest raen on the lakes and way back 
when Captain John liobiuHon used to 
take out the little suiling boats that 
people would be afraid to venture out in 
now Mr. Boswell was Captain Kobiu- 
son’s first mate. 
The purser on the 
boat is John 1¿. Chase who puts him­ 
self out of the way to please people. 
Ed Weaver is an old sailor and hu tlll8 
the position of steward. 
William 
Johnson has been chief engineer since 
the elegant new engines were put in 
the boat a year ago and since that 
time there has never been a heated 
journal on any of the long runs. The 
mates are unusually i^ood sailors, one 
a Frenchman and the other un Indian, 
and their names are Lewis Bufctsy and 
L. Ossignae.

The papers nave 
been lying about Mr. Hunsberger. 
It 
has been circulated in a broadcast 
fashion that the pastor has refused to 
mari7 people in bloomer costume. This 
Mr. HunsMrger told The News was 
untrue. One Sunday a couple came 
there from Chicago, and their faces 
were red and sweaty from scorching 
and he refused to marry them on 
the ground that they 
were 
run­ 
aways. No girl with bloomers ever 
applied to get married at his place and 
consequently none was ever turned 
away. Mr. Hunsberger is pastor of 
the Grand avenue, the best Methodist 
church in Milwaukee. He gets a tine 
parsonage and $2,400 per year. His 
wedding fees amount to 12,500 to $3,000 
per year, the average price being $4.50 
per knot. His highest fee has been $25 
and his lowest nothing.

hidden basin full of nature's caprices. 
Àt the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
tho immaculate While Dome. A 4 one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
challenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is givyn it is In a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for tho White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the .secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It U perhaps 25 
feet high, with a cireuraference at tho 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to fortv-five 
minutes, being somewnat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-flve feet.”

Cincinnati. July 30.—After watching 
his gallant filly Taluca win the Ohio 
■take« In the hardest kind of a drive. 
Dr. E. F. McLean, one. of the best- 
known horsemen on the American turf, 
was attacked witb heart disease and 
died a short time afterw ards at the 
Oakley race track yesterday afternoon. 
McLean was sitting alone In the timers’ 
stand when he dropped over, gasping 
for breath. Medical aid was summoned, 
but despite the efforts of several phy­ 
sicians the turfman died Just as the 
bugle sounded calling the horses to the 
post for the last race. 


McLean's 
death 
was 
undoubtedly 
caused by the exciting finish in the 
stake race and the sensational i.nci- 
dents which followed. 
After Taluca 
crossed the wire, winner by a nose, and 
the Jockeys 
were dismounting. 
John 
Huffman, the St. Louis horseman, took 
advantage of the selling clause In the 
conditions of the race and began to 
bid up Taluca, McLean's horse. 
Tom 
Blackburn, McLean's trainer, stood by 
and protected his Ally and after being 
bid up to $3,000 she w'as bought in by 
Blacklmrn at that flgure. 
Blackburn 
at once put in a claim for Remember 
Me, Huffman's horse, which finished 
second to Taluca. and after paying $300, 
the amount she was entered for. both 
animals w'ere led to the McLean stable. 


All during the run up McLean sat 
silently watching the transaction. After 
it was over McLean’s friends noticed 
that he was ill and only a short time 
afterwards he received the fatal attack. 
Mr. McLean's death caused the last 
race to be declared off. 
For fifteen 
years or more McLean has raced, and 
the public ahvays had the greatest of 
confidence In his stable. 
McLean w'as 
55 years of age and leaves a wife and 
family.

m ade by A ssistant Secretary of the In ­ 
terior W ebster Davis, and a sweeping 
m odification in the present practices is 
the result. 
A ssistant Secretary Davis 
holds th a t the very n atu re of pension 
cases forbids the application 
of 
the 
strictness and technicality of court pro­ 
ceedings, and th a t it was not congress* 
intention to hedge the adm inistration of 
these law s w ith the difnculties and pit­ 
falls of any system of special pleading, 
whose technlcalitlesahd refinem ents m ay 
tend to a practical defeat of the govern­ 
m ent’s benevolent purposea The modi- 
ticatlons a re m ade Intsix rules, and for­ 
m er rules and decisloni in conflict w ith 
"them are set asld^. 


Application Gan Be Amended. 


The m ost Im portant change Is m ade In 
the following rule: *1. E very application 
for pension under the second section of 
the act of Ju n e 27,' 1890, should state th at 
the sam e Is m ade under said act, the 
d ates of enll9tm ent and discharge, the 
nam e or n atu re of the disease, w ounds or 
injuries by which th e claim ant is dis­ 
abled, and th a t they are not due to vic­ 
ious habits; provided, however, th a t tl\e 
omission of an y of these averm ents shall 
not invalidate the application (the Intent 
to claim pension being m anifest and the 
declaration being executed In accordance 
w ith law ), bu t such application shall be 
subject to am endm ent by m eans of a 
supplem ental afUdavit. In the particulars 
w herein It is defective; said supplem en­ 
ta l am endm ents or affidavits to be read 
in connection w ith and as a p a rt of the 
application Itself; and provided further 
th a t a declaration in the term s of the act 
shall be sufflcient.” 
R ules 2, 3. 5 and 6, 
the last two relating to vicious habits 
and Increase claim^s, are largely reitera­ 
tions of present practices. 


In Case of Woutkds Mot Specifled. 


R ule 4 m akes essential modifications 
and is a t follows: "Should a wound, In- 
ury or disease not specified in the origi­ 
nal or am endatory declaration, but dis­ 
covered on 
medical 
exam ination, 
be 
shown to have existed a t the tim e when 
the original declaration w as Hied and it 
la found not to be due to vicious habits, 
it shall be taken Into account, the same 
as if form ally ^»eclfled in the original 
application In eatinnatlng the degree of 
th e perm anent m ental or physical dkK 
ability to w hich it contributes. 
Should 
it be found, however, not to have existed 
w as filed, b u t from a subsequent date 
application, tn estim ating the degree of 
a t the tim e when the original application 
of the disability of the applicant being 
below the m axim um rating, m ay be In­ 
creased accordingly from the date when 
such w ound or Injury w «s incurred or 
disease contracted, provided th e degree 
of disability 
from 
all 
contributory 
causes is thereby enhanced to a sufRcient 
extent to ju stify a higher rating. Should 
it be found imposBlble to fix the exact 
date when such wound or injury was 
received or disease contracted, the high­ 
er rating shall commence from the date 
of the certificate of m edical exam ination 
show ing its existence.”

Becretarjr Has to Decline aa OAir of the 
Steel Men—Klondyka m Factor. 


W ashington. Ju ly 30.—S ecretary Long 
h as rejected the offer of the arm or 
com panies to supply the diagonal arm or 
for the th ree battleships A labam a. W is­ 
consin and Illinois, now building, a t a 
price to be fixed h ereafter by th e navy 
d ep artm en t itself. T he com panies m ade 
th is offer u nder the im pression th a t a« 
th e arm or of the kind Is entirely w ithin 
th e hull and su p erstru ctu re of the ships 
the failure of the governm ent to pro­ 
cure it would stop th e w ork of th e ship­ 
builders entirely. T herefore, w hile they 
refused to furnish all of the arm o r 
needed a t the price fixed by congress 
they undertook to supply the diagonal 
arm or, leaving th e price afterw ard s to 
be adjusted. 


Secretary Long, however, has found 
that It will be possibly to go on with the 
work of building the ships and allow 
the armor to be placed later on. 
Be­ 
sides the secretary felt that there was 
a doubt a s to his authority to commit 
the government in this way to an in­ 
definite expenditure, and as the act of 
congress had pointed out the course to 
be pursued in the event of the failure 
of the armor companies to accept the 
price fixed for armor he has decided 
to decline the offer.

building the torpedo boat Rowan, and 
had made good progress until the 
Alaskan exodus set in. 
Now the firm 
has informed the navy department that 
so many of Its workmen have dropped 
their work to go to Alaska that it is 
obliged to appeal to the navy depart­ 
ment for an extension of time in which 
to complete the boat.

In case 
of neglect or rafusal of brewers to {My 
the same after demand you will report 
them for assessment on your July list 
You are inform ed, and will so advise all 
brew eri In your district, th a t »tam ps 
purehated and delivered before the 24th 
inst,, and upon w hich dlpcount of 1% per 
cent has been allowed, m ay be used for 
th eir full ftice valwe.**
